Washington May 31— A successful 
American raid today in t ho YVoevre 
sector, in which the enemy's ad- 
vanced positions were destroyed and 
losses inflicted In killed, wounded nnd 
prisoners, Is reported In General Per- 
shing's evening communique, The 
dispatch follows: 

"In the course of a raid executed 
this morning by our troops in the 
Woevre, our technlcnl detachments 
destroyed the enemy's advanced posi- 
tions. At the same time, our raiding 
party inflicted losses In killed, wound- 
ed and prisoners." 

ncrlin. Via Ixmdon. May .11— More 
lhau 46,000 prisoners and far in ex- 
cess of 4nn guns, and thousands of 
machine guns have been taken by the 
Germans, according to the German of- 
ficial communication issued today. 

"On the front from Noyon to the 
west of Hhelms, our attacks arc pro- 
gressing favorably," says the com- 
munication. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows : 

"There have been artillery duels of 
varying intensity and minor infantry 
engagements. 

"We have closely pursued the ene- 
my retreating from the Ailelte front 
South of Oise and ncross the Allelic, 
we captured the Hretigny-St. Paul 
Crosly-I.olre line. 

"Xorth of the Aisne in constant 
fighting we drove the enemy back by- 
way of nieuxy-Chavigny. 

"To the south of Soissons the 
KYench brought forward cavalry and 
infantry for a violent counter attack 
They were caught with disastrous ef- 
fects by our fire and defeated. 

"We have crossed the Soissons— 
Harlendes road. 

"French divisions which were 
brought up In the direction of Fere- 
Bn-Tardenola from the southwest 
across the Marne and from the south- 
east were unable anywhere, in spile of 
their desperate counter attack to offer 
successful resistance to our advancing 
troops. 

"The rear positions of the enemy at 
Archy and Grand Hozoy were pierced. 
To the south of Fere-Kn-Tardenois, we 
reached the Marne. The heights of 
Sainte Gcmme, Romigny and Cham* 
poisy are in our possession. 

"On the southern bank of the Vesle, 
to the west of Hhelms. C.ermigngy and 
Thillols were captured. 

"The number of prisoners and booty- 
are increasing continuously. More than 
400 guns and thousands of machine 
guns have been taken."

The Harrison county grand jury, 
which adjourned Thursday, reported 
that "a few physicians with large 
practice- Appear to have not given any 
prescriptions for whiskey" but that 
"a number of physicians appear to be 
devoting a considerable portion of 
their lime in writing whiskey pre- 
scriptions" nnd here's the otiicial 
wording: 

We have examined the prescription 
hooks of the two drugstores in Cyn- 
thlana selling whiskey on prescription 
and llnd what while some of the phy- 
sicians of the county have not given 
an unseemly number of prescriptions 
for whiskey, a number of physicians 
appear to be devoting a considerable 
portion of their time in writing whis- 
key prescriptions. The Grand Jury Is 
of the qpinlnn that the local option 
laws are being grossly violated in this 
respect, but by reason of the limited 
•line we are permitted to he In ses- 
sion we have been unable to thorough- 
ly investigate this matter. 

We are of the opinion that a Grand 
Inry could well devote at least a week 
In investigating tills evil and return- 
ing Indictments against those physi- 
cians guilty of violating this law. We 
Knd that between January 1. PUS. and 
May JS, IMS. over two thousand pre- 
scriptions for whiskey have been till- 
ed by the two drug stores selling 
whiskey in Cynthlana. 

A few physicians with largo prac- 
tice appear to have not given any 
prescriptions for whiskey, and It oc- 
curs to this (irand Jury that if some 
of the most reputable physicians do 
not find it necessary to prescribe 
whiskey in their practice, that others 
might well profit by their example. 

While we do not desire to shirk 
the burden of Investigating this mat- 
ter from ourselves, we recommend 
that the September Grand Jury in- 
vestigate the practice.

New York— Again the American 
chemists are demonstrating their ra- 
pacity to meet extraordinary or even 
entirely new demand! in order that 
the Government may he better pre- 
pared to maintain our armlet In 
France a gains! German stack. 

The chemists have solved the dye 
problem. They have shown to the | 
Government authorities haw to obtain 
from an Inexhaustible resource— 
which is the atmosphere— all the ni- 
trogen that is needed hoth for war 
purposes and after the war for pence- 
fill industry. Chemistry, in associa- 
tion with Othe rscience, is gradually 
but rarely uUllting the various potash 
deposits In the United States, bo that 
In some measure we may be relieved 
of the emergencies occasioned by a 
scarcity of this important product. 

Science and invention have perfect- 
ed apparatus, which is to be used In 
the war, of n kind which three years 
ago would not have been dreamed of. 
Now, fairly authoritative announce- 
ment comes from Washington that the 
chemists have matched or overmatch- 
ed Germany in the production of mili- 
tary pas. for our chemists have dis- 
covered a formula by means of which 
the deadliest of pases, easily handled 
snd to he conveniently utilized by the 
arndes, may be made. 

Early in the winter the inference 
was strong that the Government was 
preparing for the manufacture on a 
very larjse scale of poisonous pases 
with which our soldiers in Franre

isls and manufacturers have perfect- 
ed the best of t lie gaa masks, the basis 
of which is a peculiar weave of cot- 
ton. A million of these masks are 
now under construction. But these 
are only for defense apalnst German 
pas attack. 

The poisonous fumes which our 
chemists have discovered are said to 
be as deadly, almost, and as instant- 
aneous in their effect, as are the 
tunics of pruaslc acid or carbonic acid 
pas. The formula Is in the hands of 
those who are operating a great pois- 
onous pas plant. 

Early in the winter representatives 
of the Government visited manufac- 
turers at Niagara Falls for the pur- 
pose of learning whether or not the 
industry there established could fur- 
nish an enormous amount of elec- 
trodes. The managers of this indus- 
try informed the Government's repre- 
sentative that it would be essential 
for the Government to lift certain re- 
strictions upon the use of electric 
power at Niagara if a contract of that 
kind were to he accepted and exe- 
cuted. 

Washington must have received in- 
formation of that kind by telegraph. 
Tor almost immediately the restriction 
was removed. The Government want- 
ed a very large amount of electrodes. 
Electricity of high power and great 
heat, it is understood, is used in the 
maiuifacturc of poisonous gases. And 
there Is no apparatus which ran safe- 
ly and economically be employed In 
the use of this preat heat electricity 
exceptinp these electrodes. 

The purpose to which the electrodes 
were to be put was. of course, no af- 
fslr of the manufacturers of this ap- 
paratus, but It was inevitable that 
they should surmise that the Govern- 
ment was about to bepin the manu- 
facture of poisonous gas upon a very 
great scale, with Intent to supply this 
pas to our soldiers In France. 

Now it is learned that this inference 
wan Bgltl justified The chemists have 
shown the Government a furmulH by 
mean** of which the deadliest of rs»e«

The belief 
prevails that within a short time It 
will become a matter of common 
knowledge that science and invention 
combined with pntlence and perse- 
verance have perfected the beat kind 
of aircraft and the best motors fo* 
driving the aircraft. 

A Hritish military authority who 
was recently permitted to witness a 
test of ftie improved Springfield rifles 
did not hesitate, after the test was 
ended, to say that, i his opinion, the 
Americans had perfected the best 
army rifle, and he hoped that the en- 
tire American army would lie speed- 
ily equipped with it. lie spoke of it 
as a wonderful gun. So also our ma- 
chine gun when finished will be un- 
surpassed by any other, and the Ord- 
nance Department, if the war con- 
tinues, will be able to supply our arm- 
ies and the navy with the best type 
of great guns. 

On the first day of the campaign 
for subscriptions to the Red Cross 
wnr fund there came announcement 
that in the early business hours of 
thnt day George F. Ilaker had sub- 
scribed $1,000,000. In the mid-week 
of (lie campaign announcement was 
made that Andrew Carnegie had sub- 
scribed $1,000,000. 

It was inevitable that the comment 
should he made that. In all probability 
.lohn D. Rockefeller was waiting till 
he closing hours of the campaign be- 
fore making his subscription. 

Mr. Bakor'l subscription was entire- 
ly personal, although it was announc- 
ed through the committee, of which 
his daughter-in-law, Mrs. George F. 
Baker, Jr.. was the Chairman. The 
Carnegie subscription was made in 
the name of the Carnegie Foundation. 
Although the Carnegie Foundation 
was established by a gift of Andrew 
Carnegie, yet the subscription of 
nnn.nn wk4*h was made tn the name 
of the foundation was not Andrew 
Carnegie's personal subscription. 

The Rockefeller Foundation, which 
was established by tnunllleient gift 
from John D. Rockefeller, might make 
a subscription to the Red Cross fund, 
but that would not be John P. Rocke- 
feller's gift. 

One gratifying feature associated 
with the campaign for Red Cross sub- 
scriptions last week was the payment 
of much the larger part of the sub 
scriptions In fullfi although under the 
terms of the proposition it was pos- 
sible to pay it in installments. So 
also throughout the country the un- 
derstanding is that the larger part of 
the subscriptions were, pafd upon the 
spot in cash. 

EDUCATIONAL WORK IX THUN- 
I X<1 CAMPS 



Educational classes in the army 
camps form an important part of the 
work of the Committee on Training 
Camp Activities. This work is main- 
tained with the help of local commit- 
tees. One of the way in which these 
local committees are cooperating most 
effectively with the camp forces Is in 
the securing of teachers of French 
and other subjects. The men are eag- 
er to prepare themselves for the time 
when "somewhere In France" they 
will meet the men with whom they 
are to fight side by side. The War 
Recreation Boards in many cities are 
making this possible by providing 
teachers not only at the camps but in 
the communities Atlanta. Ga . for In- 
stances. Is furnishing French teach- 
ers for the Y. M. C A. educational di- 
rector at ramp: Rurllnxton, Vt . Char- 
leston. 8 ('., Chicago, fll , (where a 
Ave hour trip Is Involved for the 
to Mlxhland Park.) In- 
Ind . Pensacola. Fla . Han 
Pal.. Spartanburg. 8. (V. 
the msnu- Minneapolis and St Paul. Minn., and 



many other cities are performing sim- 
ilar services. In Alexandria, la., a 
grammar school has been opened in 
the evening for classes in French and 
History. In Chattanooga, the Hoard 
of Education is attempting to supply 
the educational material necessary for 
the 300 men enrolled in classes in 
camp, many of whom can neither read 
nor write. Three hundred fifty arith- 
metics sent to the War Recreation 
Hoard b*: the American oliok Com- 
pany of Cincinnati are being put into 
excellent use at camp. 

The University of South Carolina at 
Colombia is giving courses In French, 
History. Mathematics and Topography 
at a nominal rate. Saturday night lec- 
tures are being given at the base hos- 
pital at Camp Cody by teachers from 
Demlng High School. This school will 
he open evenings for classes in 
French, Spanish. Mathematics, 
Science and History. The educational 
work for the men at Fort Ullss has 
been tuken over by the president of 
the University of Texas, who has as- 
signed five university instructors and 
three volunteers to the work, the army 
providing transportation to the camp 
for the instructors. Two thousand 
men were enrolled in the classes. At 
.Macon. Ga., en educational course, 
has been arranged giving high school 
and college credits. 

The men at the Navy Yard, through 
the courtesy of organizations in Phil- 
adelphia, are having instruction in au- 
tomobile mechanics, electricity, type- 
writing and surveying, as well as in 
academic subjects. The Universities 

of Wisconsin and California are s I- 

Ing instructors to the nearby camps. 

Closely allied to the educational 
work at the camps anil in the com- 
munities is the movement which has 
spread rapidly through all the camp 
cities to collect hooks and magazines 
for the men in camp for use at the Y. 
M. C. A. recreation lints, the base hos- 
pitals, the barracks and In many in- 
stances In the khaki clubs in the com- 
munities. In all of this work the city 
libraries have been most helpful in 
acting as clearing houses and in sort- 
ing and grading the books before they 
are sent to camp. The libraries of a 
number of cities are throwing open 
their facilities to the soldiers on Sun- 
day afternoon and in t he SVS tings 
when the men are in town. Many of 
them have established branch librar- 
ies at the camps. 

Many interesting plans have been 
devised for collecting the books and 
arousing the interest of the communi- 
ties In the project. In El Paso the 
Hoy Scouts helped in collecting the 
books which were catalogued by the 
public library in units of one hundred. 
At Nogales, Ariz , boxes were placed 
In various parts of the city were con- 
tributions might be made regularly. 
Atlanta and one or two other cities 
made use of laundry wagons which 
gathered up the books as they made 
their collections. The hotels were 
asked to gather up the magazines left 
by their guests. Through the school 
children of Augusta, circulars telling 
of the movement and providing read- 
ing matter for the soldiers, reached 
the homes of the city The Girl Scouts 
were active In helpuing to gather the 
material. The local committee of 
Dayton secured a large collection of 
technical and mechanical magazines 
through advertising agencies. The 
public library of Washington under- 
took the task of supplying with books 
and magazines all nearby camps, sol- 
diers' clubs, rest rooms and detached 
guard stations. Moving picture films 
were used as a medium of appeal for 
reading matter.

That part of food thrift, the can- 
ning of vegetables and fruits, becomes 
again our patriotic duty. Roth in 
city and country those of us who 
didn't when the first call came, should 
now. Those of us who did, should do 
more. "It is no longer a question or 
doing our bit, but of doing our ut- 
most." 

Every women cannot have a garden 
hut nearly every woman may do some 
canning. Everything in the right di- 
rection helps. If every woman of 
limited time and facilities would can 
only six jursfuls. it would mean at 
least one hundred million jars of 
food. The allowance of one pint jar 
of vegetables and one pint jar of fruit 
for every day in the year for every 
family out exceeding live persons Is 
none too much, and should he In- 
creased by all who are able to do so. 

By canning fruits and vegetables, 
you Will he provided for winter use, 
foods, the consumption of which will 
enable yon to draw less heavily on 
wheat You will have saved a surplus 
which might otherwise be wasted. 
You will he having food essential to 
health, which, if purchased fresh In 
winter, would in most places bear the 
added cost of transportation and cold 
storage. 

It Is necessary for each family to 
grow and preserve food for Itself In 
so far as practicable — necessary to 
get hack to the habits of our forefath- 
ers, whose household became produc- 
ing and manufacturing plants for 
their own maintenance. 

Let ont one of us, women of Amer- 
ica, fall to put our houses in order for 
the business of canning— then more 
canning— until we have done our ut 
most.

CALLS KMM MEN 

Washington, May 31— Official an- 
nouncement was made today that 280,- 
000 men will be called lo the colors 
during June. They will be ordered to 
report June 24, but It has not yet been 
determined to what camps they can 
be assigned, so the list of apportion- 
ments is for the present being with- 
held. 

The quota is based on estimates of 
the space available for the men in 
the camps and cantonments. If the 
rate of shipment of troops across is 
again raised si ill more men may be 
called. In nny event the probabilities 
are that enough men will be called for 
special service to round the number 
out to 300,000. 

RET. FINNELL TO BECOME SECHE- 
TART OF TRANSYLVANIA 
UNIVERSITY 

Rev. J. Leslie Finnell, for the past 
several years pastor of the Mill Creek 
Christian Church, has resigned to ac- 
cept a position as secretary of Tran- 
sylvania University, Lexington. Itev. 
Finnell has been one of the most pop- 
ular and successful pastors of the 
Millcreek Church and it is with gen- 
uine regret that his friends and the 
— members of his congregation learn 
that he is to leave. He will assume 
his new duties on July.

The National War Work Council of 
the Y. M. C. A. dcslroH Immediately 
100 expert men who own their own 
ears and know enough about Ihcm to 
mako minor repnlrs If necoaaary for 
Its motor transport service with the 

American Expeditionary Forcos and 

the French armies. This service of- 
fers a great chnnce to the man who Is 
beyond draft ngc, Is In sound physi- 
cal condition and wants to get ncross. 

"While we doslrc as many volun- 
teers as possible who enn contribute 
their aerviccB," aaya the Council's 
statement Just received here, "wo wel- 
come the man of the highest type who 
cannot afford to go overseas at his 
own cxponse. We don't pay high sal- 
aries, but men with dependents are 
assured that their families will be 
umply provided for while they are In 
France." 

It la hoped to secure at least 100 
men of this type during the present 
month. It is by no means a sinecure, 
for the motor truck drivers are In the 
very thick of things along the west- 
ern fronts. In the recent (lermnn 
drive the Y. M. C. A. trucks have been 
turned Into ambulances Rut it of- 
fers an opportunity to do a great big 
bit for the fellows who do go "over 
the top." 

"Wo want the highest grade of 
men," says W. O. Wilson. Recruiting 
Secretary for the Y. M. C. A. motor 
transport service in New York, In a 
statement to this paper. "Their du- 
ties will require unusual versatility. 
At one hour of the day they may be in 
conference with a division commander 
regarding quest ions of policy, and 
later they may be bossing a crew of 
men in the loading or 
truck. Recruits for this service may 
be able to 'meet the colonel' on equal 
terms and nt the same time direct the 
work of men in the most subordinate 
positions." 

"Opportunities for courage under 
fire won't come to the recruits In this 
service every day. For the most part 
they will drive and take care of their 
own trucks, camions and scout enrs. 
Mechanics have been enlisted to do 
the intricate repairing. Hut there is 
also the possibility for service in an 
emergency. Our drivers may be call- 
ed upon to jump from their own 
trucks to pick up a shovel and fever- 
ishly help In the digging of a treneb; 
the construction of a Y. M. C. A. Hut 
may require an extra man; whatever 
the service, our Y. M. C. A. men must 
be prepared." 

The post exchange work. Mr. Wil- 
son further explains, is a large field 
for business men of proved ability as 
organizers. The post exchanges are 
the "general stores" of the camps and 
trenches; everything is sold there and 
they are the assembly centers for the 
men when off duty. To keep them 
running at their maximum efficiency 
requires that the motor transport ser- 
vice be efficient, even in the face of 
difficulties. Men who can coordinate 
transportation, Mr. Wilson declares, 
will find no limit to the opportunities 
given by the service which the Y. M. 
C. A. is doing at the request of the Al- 
lied governments. 

This is the chance that those fel- 
lows who are all the time saying! 
"yon ought to be glad that yon are 
young so you can fight for I'ncle 
Sam," to get into the service and do 
their bit. You know It is easy for 
the fellow who is out of the draft to 
say, "I would go if they would have 
me." They will! 



DIFFICULTIES 



In Oblulnlnir Trained Agricultural 
Worker* -6.IHN Regular Member* 
Hate Left the Henlce to I ... 
In Military or 
Naiat Service. 



Washington. May .11— Some Indica- 
tion of the difficulties experienced by 
the Department of Agriculture In Its 
efforts to stimulate production; to as- 
sist tho farmers of the Nation In Im- 
proving and extending their opera- 
tions, In combating animal and plant 
diseases and Insect pests and In oth- 
er directions \j to mnlntnln the effic- 
iency of the Moat Inspection Service 
and of the Natlonnl forest organisa- 
tion,; und properly to administer the 
31 regulatory laws under Its Jurisdic- 
tion, la given In n statement issued 
by tho department. 

According to this statement (S.048 
regular members of the department 
have left the service to engngo in oth- 
er occupations or have entered the 
military or nnval service sinco the de- 
claration of a state of war with Cer 
many on April <i, 1017. Of this num 
her, 1,537 have Joined the military and 
naval forces, and the services of 4,-511 
employees, including flf.8 women, have 
been lost to the department in other 
ways. The State Relations Service 
{pr Instnnce, which supervises the 
agrlculturnl-extcnslon work in ro-op- 
eratlon with the State agricultural 
colleges, has lost 807 men nnd S50 wo- 
men, the Forest Service 72fl men and 
89 women, the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry 1,312 men and 55 women, the 
Bureau of Markets 293 men and 47 
women, nnd other branches, such as 
the Bureau of Chemistry, the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, and the Weather 
Bureau have been heavily drawn up- 
on. Most of these employees are ex- 
ports In their particular fields and 
were performing important duties in 
the department which required long 
training and peculiar qualifications- 
some of them very special technical 
qualifications. 

1'nder tho Food Production Act of 
August 10, 1917, the Congress mad. 
available to the department an addi- 
nnloadlng of the^tnonal appropriation of $11346,400 for 
the extension and development of IB 
activities In many directions and di- 
rected the department to carry out Its 
intentions In this respect. The depart- 
ment, therefore, has been In the posi- 
tion of having to Increase Its forces 
very considerably when, at the same 
time, it has been losing large number! 
of its most effective and trained em- 
ployees. The difficulties In securing 
men of the requisite training nnd ol 
retaining those already In the service 
have been very great.

In connection with the Chesapeake 
& Ohio railroad company's 1918 Im- 
provement program, Russell, will also 
come In for a large slice of the road's 
$18,000,000, It has become known. The 
exact amount which the company will 
ipend thero hna not been announced. 
Blue prints nnd specifications havo 
boon complctod. 

Those will be chnngod somewhat to 
conform with the change In the bud- 
get from $21,000,000 to $18,000,000, ac- 
cording to official advice. Tho Im- 
provements 'will Include Incrensed 
round house facilities at the freight 
terminnl as well as more trackngo.

Washington, May 31— The largest 
annual army appropriation bill in his- 
tory, carrying $12,041,082,000 and au- 
thorising the President to call Into 
military service all men who can he 
trained and equipped, was passed late 
today by the House and sent to the 
Senate. 

The House broke its record for 
speed on an army bill by taking the 
finnl vote after three days of debate. 

The measure is framed to provide 
for an army of three million men dur- 
ing the coming year, in accordance 
with the government's revised pro- 
gram for rushing soldiers to Prance. 
Some of Its big items are $fi,.'!l. r i,i:i. r >,- 
000 for the quartermaster corps; $3- 
398,000,000 for ordnance; $1,028,00(1 
000 for the engineer; 1990,250,812 for 
aviation and $2G7,000,ilOO for the medi- 
cal corps. 

A provision prohibiting the use of 
stop-watches or other speeding up de- 
vices In plants where money provid- 
ed in the bill Is spent was adopted by 
a vote of 63 lo 5!).
